Minor dike damage admitted 


by U.S. State Department 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The State 
Department said Friday thet U.S. 
intelligence has detected damage to 
dikes in North Vietnam at only 12 
locations. It said the damaged areas 
are 
not 
vital 
and 
are 
easily 
repairable. 
An eight-page document compiled 
by 
the 
American 
intelligence 
community was made available to 
reporters 
to 
dispute 
North 
Vietnamese charges that the United 
States was bombing the critical dike 
system. 
North Vietnam has claimed U S 
bombs caused damage at 50 or more 
points in the dikes which hold back 
the Red River 
The document said; "A detailed 
examination has been made of 
photography of midJuly of the North 
Vietnamese Red river Delta and 
bomb craters were detected at 12 
locations. None of the damage has 
been in the Hanoi area, where 
destruction of the dikes would result 
in the greatest damage to North 
Vietnam’s economy and logistics 
effort... 
"There are no signs of destruction 
of vital dike portions stretching to a 
length of several kilometers—as 
reported by Hanoi-based newsmen. 
In comparison to the dikes, the 
craters are small, and no flooding 
has occurred as a result of the 
damage... 
"AH identified points of dike 
damage are located within close 
range of specific targets of military 
value. Of the 12 locations where 
damage has occurred, 10 are close

recommended approval and the 
request will now to go to the state 


sometime in August. Monies are 
disbursed by the CCCJ under the 
federal government’s allocations for 
the Safe Streets Act. 
The city originally asked for about 
$17,000 but had to fall back to the 
minus $11,000 figure. A sum of about 
$18,400 was received during the first 
year of the youth services program. 
Marvin 
Loney,

officer, today said all of the money 
had been received 
As it now stands, the city is 
awaiting final approval for the 
$11,000 to finance the program in the 
1972-73 year. City officials said it 
was understood that final approval 
would

fiscal year. 
The City Council clearly has 
decisions to make.

consumers to Japanese-made cars,

matched by American sales of food, 
aircraft, coal and other products to

Asserting that “ time is running

State agencies under 
fire by audit report

— Two state agencies came 
under fire in an audit report 
filed recently by the Joint 
L eg islative 
Audit 
Committee 
The report disclosed a 
private 
consulting 
firm. 
Price Waterhouse & Co., 
was paid 300 per cent more 
than their contract price for 
the 
design 
and 
implementation 
of 
a 
Hospital 
Cost 
Reporting 
Svstem for the Dept, of 
Mental Hygiene. It was also 
noted the'amount paid over 
the 
bid 
price 
was 
not 
subject 
to 
competitive 
bidding. 
According to Committee 
Chairman 
Assemblyman 
Vincent 
Thomas 
(D-San 
Pedro), an audit performed 
by the office of Auditor 
General 
William 
E. 
Merrifield 
indicated 
the 
Price Waterhouse firm won 
the contract with a low bid 
of $127.000 By the time the 
firm’s consultant left the 
project, however, 
Price 
Waterhouse had collected 
$390.000 for the job because 
of contract supplements and 
amendments. 
Assemblyman 
Thomas 
also noted the contract 
called for a completion date 


in late 1967 or early 1968. It 
was 
1970 when 
the 
consultant withdrew 
However, his departure 
didn't mean the system 
implemented 
was 
successful. The department 
(mental hygiene) has been 
forced 
to spend 
a 
considerable amount 
of 
money" to complete the 
development 
and 
implementation 
of 
the 
system 
because 
of 
operational 
problems, 
Thomas noted. 
The 
additional expenditure 
is 
estimated in 
excess 
of 
$100,000 annually. 


The 
Dept, 
of 
Mental 
Hygiene, charged with the

earned the wrath of the 
audit committee for its 
efforts.

and paid the consultant for 
an incomplete system with 
many operational problems.

report 
(from

Auditor General) points out 
that the department did not 
provide 
adequate 
supervision or protect the 
state’s interest. 
Also under attack is the 
False advertising

Ellender rites 


BATON ROUGE, La. (UPI) - Sen. Allen J. 
Ellender, the 81-year-old president pro-tempore of the 
Senate, 
virtually 
killed 
himself 
trying to out- 
campaign a man half his age, Ellender’s campaign 
manager said Friday. 
“He quite literally worked himself to death in an 
effort to return to the Senate,” Jim Guirard said. 
Ellender, 81, third in line of succession to the 
presidency, died Thursday night in Washington. The 
Democratic 
senator had just returned from a 
campaign swing through Louisiana. 
Ellender’s body will be flown from Washington to 
Baton Rouge Saturday morning in a military jet to lie 
in state in the Louisiana Capitol. 
A U.S. Army band will escort the body from the 
airport to the capitol for a memorial service at 10 
a m 
in the marble rotunda where 37 years ago 
Ellender’s mentor, Huey P. Long, lay in state after he 
was assassinated. 
On Sunday Ellender’s body will be moved to his 
hometown of Houma to lie in state at the municipal 
auditorium. 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate George S. McGovern will attend Ellender’s 
funeral mass Monday at 11 a.m. in St. Francis 
DeSalles Roman Catholic Church in Houma. He will 
be buried in Magnolia Cemetery a few blocks from the 
church, next to his brother Claude who died 10 years 
ago.

“several attempts’’ to assassinate Mao, who once had 
designated him as his successor, and was then trying 
to flee to the Soviet Union when the crash occurred. 
Chinese Embassies in Algiers and Paris made 
similar disclosures—the first official word from the 
Chinese on the fate on Lin, who had dropped from 
sight late last summer.

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Year-round school makes the grade 


By TOM TIEDE 


DALE CITY, Va.-(NEA) 
— A little boy named Billy 
stopped at a frog pond here 
the other early morning. To 
reflect on the process of 
being a little boy named 
Billy. He stirred his foot at 
water’s edge, chucked a 
stone at a partially sub­ 
merged log — and then, with 
a heart obviously heavy, he 
rubbed his hands on his 
trousers, picked up a loose- 
leaf notebook, and trudged 
on down the rural road. 
“ I gotta go to school,” he 
said. 
School? No wonder the kid 
was sulking. Here it is the 
middle of summer, when the 
catfish are jumping, when 
the slingshot wood is ripe, 
when the sun warms the fluid 
of every lad in the land, and 
this boy named Billy has 
‘‘gotta go to school.” 
And so do a lot of other 
children in this quiet farm 
and 
suburban 
region 
of 
Prince William County, Va. 
For the second summer run­ 
ning, some 4,500 youngsters, 
ages 6 to 14, are participat­ 
ing in an unusual and con­ 
troversial experiment in 
year-round education They 
have forsaken the traditional 
‘‘nine months in — three 
months out" school schedule 
and substituted something 
called the 45/15 program. As 
the boy Billy puts it, grump- 
ly: “We go to school 45 days, 
then stay home for 15. Then 
we go to school for 45 again. 
All year-round. We don’t ever 
get no real big vacation.” 
If tradition is the criterion, 
Billy has a right to grump. 
American school children de­ 
manded three months’ sum­ 
mer vacation since the days 
when an agrarian society 
demanded its children be 
home for the growing sea­ 
son. Only now and then have 
people wondered about the 
tradition, and about the wis­ 
dom of closing down expen­ 
sive school structures three 
months a year: 30 years ago 
a small town outside Pitts­ 
burgh changed to the year- 
round system; more recent­ 
ly a suburban district of Chi­ 
cago has opted for the 
change. Yet, in general, 
tradition holds. More than 99 
per cent of the nation’s 89,- 
370 schools and 46 mililon 
pupils cling to the old ways. 
And Dale City probably 
would have hung on to the 
past also, had not necessity 
mandated otherwise A cou­ 
ple of years ago, says Dr. 
Ernest 
Mueller, 
assistant

superintendent of P r in c e 
William County school, “ We 
found ourselves between the 
rock and the hard place. Our 
county had emerged as the 
fastest-growing county of its 
size in the nation. It almost 
wrecked our school program. 
In 1950 we had 3,543 pupils, 
in 1970 we had 32,581 — a 920 
per cent growth rate. We just 
couldn’t keep up. We built 
schools as fast as we could— 
our present construction 
budget is more than $50 mil­ 
lion — but we are still criti­ 
cally short of classrooms. 
We had only two alterna­ 
tives: split shifts, which no­ 
body wanted, or the year- 
round school program. 
As it happened, early in 
the local debate, not many 
people wanted the year-round 
school either. Area educators 
stressed the experimental 
aspects of the plan and that 
only four of the county 
schools (three elementary, 
one secondary) would be 
tested. Still. Well. “ People 
are set in their ways,” says 
Dr. Mueller. “They saw the 
12-month school interferring 
with their way of life — sum­ 
mer vacation, etc.” So, irate 
parents organized. Political 
wind-sniffers were quick to 
offer opposition. And at one 
depressing point the entire 
matter was thrown into a 
local court. 
The measure was eventual­ 
ly approved. And now, after 
more than a year of the ex­ 
periment, in this one tiny

WASHINGTON - (NEA) 
— Richard Nixon, who was a 
kid once himself, is listening 
to the young people of Amer­ 
ica from the third floor of 
this city’s lush First Na­ 
tional Bank building. Here, 
ensconced behind a security 
man at the elevator, behind 
a receptionist who allows 
entry with a buzz-lock sys­ 
tem, behind the awesome re­ 
sources of perhaps the most 
heavily 
financed 
political 
campaign in history, are Mr 
Nixon’s ears—the Youth Di­ 
vision of the Committee for 
the Re-election of the Presi­ 
dent 
The division, populated by 
staffers and volunteers, long­ 
haired and short, some who 
worry the security man and 
some who do not, has been 
listening to America’s youth 
for more than a year. And 
what the workers hear, they 
insist, is encouraging 
Contrary to the popular 
theory that citizens under 30 
are less than ecstatic about 
Richard Nixon, says a di­ 
vision enthusiast: “ We find 
young people all over the 
nation want to work for his 
re-election. The im age of 
kids being anti-Nixon 
is 
wrong 
During the 
New 
Hampshire primary, we had 
1.000 young people working 
for the President They made 
10.000 phone calls, knocked 
on 12,000 doors, and dis­ 
tributed 50,000 pieces of 
literature As far as we know 
it was the biggest youth con­ 
tribution to any candidate in 
any primary in history So 
we’re not about to concede 
the youth vote to anybody. 
There are 25-million people 
eligible to vole for the first 
time this year; our intention 
is to get 51 per cent.” 
The opinion may not be 
just election year fluff. The 
committee to re-elect the 
President is planning to 
spend upwards of $30 million 
this election year—and the 
major share of it will go to 
its Youth Division Already, 


section of the country (Dale 
City is not an incorporated 
place, it is a development 
neighborhood), the opposi­ 
tion has disintegrated. “ Peo­ 
ple have come to love it,” 
says Dr. Mueller. In a recent 
community 
meeting, only 
one of 47 speakers con­ 
demned the idea (“ She said 
she didn’t like her kids home 
so often” ), and one former 
foe, Mrs. Ginger Hay, admit­ 
ted: “ I wish we hadn’t made 
the ruckus before. My chil­ 
dren are happy with the new 
system. And I think it has 
worked fine.” 
If many of the doubters 
here have been won over, it’s 
because the new 12-month 
system has functioned, inter­ 
estingly and surprisingly, al­ 
most without hangups. Dean 
Kilby, principal of Miles 
Godwin secondary school, 
says “ I don’t think we’ve 
had any real problems.” 
Teacher complaints 
have 
been skirted by an option 
whereby they may (1) trans­ 
fer to an old-style school, (2) 
retain a 193-day work year 
even in the experimental 
schools, or (3) shift to a 231- 
or 241-day year and receive 
a pay increase. Student com­ 
plaints, for the most part, 
have been avoided by not 
altering or abbreviating any 
student body activities; ath­ 
letes, for example, who are 
on 15-day vacation during 
their sport season simply at­ 
tend all after-school prac­ 
tice anyway. And parental 


complaints have been soft­ 
ened by school guarantees 
that all students in a family 
will be assigned the same 
45/15 schedule and thus va­ 
cation at the same time. 
But the real successes of 
Dale City’s experiment are 
not the problems avoided, so 
much as they are the bene­ 
fits derived. Full utilization 
of buildings, says Principal 
Kilby, “ saves about 7 per 
cent on operation costs.” Full 
utilization of teachers, says 
Dr. Mueller, “ keeps the per- 
pupil cost at what it was be­ 
fore and negates the need for 
crowded classrooms.” Also, 
says almost everyone in­ 
volved, student interest is 
higher: “We have found that 
many kids on their 15-day 
vacations want to come to 
school anyway. It’s hard to 
believe, but it’s true. Last 
year the Godwin School did 
not have one single retainee 
(failure), not one, in a body 
of 1,500 kids.” 
Indeed, the Dale City ex­ 
periment seems to be making 
the grade. Even if there are 
some moans. Like the little 
boy named Billy. Trudging 
down the road. Notebook 
dragging as low as his chin. 
He doesn’t know anything 
about building utilization, or 
per-pupil costs, or any of 
that junk. All he knows is 
that here the tadpoles have 
legs already, and the apples 
are getting green, and still 
he’s gotta go to school. 


12 Washington staffers (and 
50 others around the nation) 
have spent a fortune. Youth 
campaigns have been set up 
in 35 states. A speaker s bu­ 
reau is in full swing. Three 
to four thousand letters are 
mailed to prospects every 
week. “ Right now,” says 
Youth Director Ken Rietz. 
“we have about 125,000 young 
people working for the Presi­ 
dent. And they’re not all Re­ 
publicans. We have a guy in 
Michigan who used to work 
for Humphrey. We have a 
guy in California who used 
to work for McGovern. We 
think that the President ap­ 
peals to all factions. We 
think we can get 500,000 
young people working for 
him this year.” 
If half a million kids can 
be recruited, Republicans 
think Rietz is the man — 
young man, age 30 — who 
can do it. He soared into 
Republican favor two years 
ago while managing the 
senatorial campaign of Ten­ 
nessee’s William B ro ck 
Brock the hawk faced a stiff 
fight for the youth vote 
against an incumbent dove, 
Albert Gore. Yet Rietz, sell­ 
ing the kids both hard and 
soft, pulled it off. Brock won 
on 15 campuses, Gore one; 
and, 
overall, 
Tennessee’s 
young voters gave the Re­ 
publican a wide 2-1 margin. 
Rietz doesn’t expect any­ 
where near a 2-1 victory for 
Richard Nixon this year. But 
neither does he imagine a 
landslide victory the other 
way. Despite his man’s lack 
of charisma, despite the gen­ 
eral anti-establishment feel­ 
ing 
among 
many young 
voters, Rietz believes there 
is a youthful pragmatism 
which will carry the vote. 
Who was it, he asks, who 
brought home 500,000 men 
from V ietnam ? Who re­ 
formed the draft system? 
Who lowered the voting age 
to 18? It wasn’t, yuk-yuk, 
George McGovern 
So it is, with a confidence 
backed by millions of dollars, 
the President’s Youth Di­ 
vision presses for support 
But as yet, not frantically. 
Locked behind one of the 
doors m this big bank (“ We 
don’t want people running in 
and out of here without per­ 
mission” ), the division is 


nicely furnished, very order­ 
ly, but oddly quiet for a 
campaign nerve center. No­ 
body is shouting There is no 
horseplay. And God forbid a 
Coke cup spilling here in the 
high-rent district. Somebody 
is on a phone, talking quiet­ 
ly. A kid with shoulder-length 
hair is leaning back in a 
chair (“ That’s Bob Halde- 
man’s son"). There is, ac­ 
tually, a Peace Poster, but 
hardly psychedelic—it shows 
the President to a s tin g 
China’s Chou En-lai. And, 
oh, somebody points out, 
hinting at the cheek of it all, 
‘ We have the world’s largest 
bumper sticker on our wall " 
Indeed Indeed It is 15 feet 
in length and reads: “ Dump 
McGovern, Humphrey, Jack­ 
son, Chisholm” . . . and all 
the rest of the Democrats. 
Ah, well, yes. It’s very nice. 
But what Nixon’s Youth 
Division lacks in hellish bus­ 
tle, it makes up in super 
sophistication. Nobody needs 
a bath for one thing For an­ 


other, the staff efforts are 
fully 
computerized, 
regi­ 
mented and plugged into the 
master circuit. For example, 
while other politicos think of 
the youth vote as concentra­ 
ted on the campuses, Mr. Nix­ 
on’s people know it isn’t. 
Voter analysis indicated that 
four of five 18-25-year-olds 
are outside college. 


The effort, to be sure, may 
all be in vain. The computers 
may fail. The money may go 
for naught. Maybe after all. 
the youth vote really is anti- 
Nixon The word here is up­ 
beat. Slightly stuffy. But up­ 
beat. “The President,” says 
Ken Rietz, “ has involved 
more young people in his 
administration than any 
other president in history. 
Fully 30 per cent of all White 
House staff members are un­ 
der 30 ” Clearly, Rietz hopes, 
as do Richard and Pat and 
Tricia and Julie and David, 
this record will be remem­ 
bered come November.

LOS ANGELES - Daniel 
Ellsberg is leading a very 
public life during his trial 
for divulging government 
secrets. It is, to say the 
least, unusual to give press 
conferences, and appear on 
television, while a jury 
weighs evidence of your 
alleged misdeeds. 
Dan 
Ellsberg’s 
team 
knows what it’s up to. It 
seeks every kind of publicity 
for their principal. The 
concern here is less for law 
— though they appear to be 
having quite a legal frolic — 
than for ideology. Like the 
Chicago Seven, the point 
they want to make is extra- 
legal. 
Dan 
Ellsberg 
is 
concerned to publicize his 
case against the United 
States government and the 
Vietnam 
war, 
and 
he 
assumes that the lawyers 
will take care of the matter 
of keeping him out of jail. 
On the face of it, it looks 
to 
be 
a 
dangerous 
assignment. 
Daniel 
Ellsberg, 
defendant, 
has 
been indicted on 15 counts 
for 
stealing 
and 
mishandling 
government 
property, 
improperly 
receiving 
and 
communicating documents 
relating to the national 
defense, and conspiring to 
defraud the United States by 
obstructing its control over 
classified documents. If he 
were found guilty on all 
counts, he could be sent up 
for 
115 
years. 
Nobody 
expects him to go to jail for 
115 years. Not many people 
expect him to go to jail at 
all. 
The government has not 
chosen to go after Ellsberg 
on the Big Count — the 
Espionage Act that forbids 
the 
disclosure 
of 
a 
government secret “ with 
intent or reason to believe 
that it is to be used to the 
injury of the United States 
or the advantage of a 
foreign nation.” In this 
connection, it is instructive 
to recall the motives of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg 
for 
releasing the documents. 
Everyone knows that he 
became 
an 
anti-war 
evangelist. But last March 
Ellsberg reminisced before 
an 
audience 
most 
specifically He said that he 
remembered 
the 
exact 
moment when he decided to 
release the secret papers. It 
was after a Yale-Harvard 
football game in the fall of 
1970, and the report reached 
him that President Nixon 
was determined to renew 
the bombing of Hanoi, and 
that 
he 
was 
even 
contemplating an invasion 
of North Vietnam

invasion of North Vietnam 
is a disadvantage to North

rest of the world. The rest of 
the world, as far as this 
breed is concerned, consists 
of moral cretins, “ liars” ,, 
(one of Ellsberg’s favorite 
words). Ellsberg likes tot. 
introduce himself before'' 
college audiences by saying 
“ 1 come before you as a war < 
criminal.” 
That 
sounds 
awfully 
humble. 
But 
students of rhetoric know 
the device as self-serving.;' 
What he means is: the gang 
in 
Washington 
are 
war, 
criminals. I was a war 
criminal because I was one 
of them — until I saw the! 
light. So that the point he is ' 
really stressing is not that 
he was once a war criminal 
— a part of his background 
that no one in the United 
States is at this point 
disposed to criticize — but 
that he no longer is one. The 
force of the remark is ‘ 
therefore to brand people | 
like John Kennedy. Lyndon ‘ 
Johnson,

A man who likes his job 


Umpiring as a way of life

SAN FRANCISCO—(NEA) 
—The play was a lightning 
flash of action at first base, 
the runner, the ball and the 
fielder all arriving in the 
sam e split-second. And Tom 
Gorman, in the black suit of 
his trade, was right on top of 
it. He was so intent in fact 
that when the runner ca ­ 
reened over the fielder, both 
tumbled into Tom and the 
three bodies tangled in the 
dust of the infield. 


Gorman heard the crack 
and felt the stab of pain in 
his 
leg. 
Nausea 
engulfed 
him. He blacked out. Both 
m anagers—Leo Durocher of 
the Cubs, Danny Murtaugh 
of the P irates—rushed out. 
The players got up O.K. and 
dusted them selves off. The 
Cub runner stood uncertain­ 
ly. 
D i m 1 y, 
Tom 
Gorman 
heard a voice. 


“ What 
was 
he?” 
more 
plainly. “How’d you call the 
play?” 
“ Who’s 
asking?” 
asked 
Tom weakly. 


“ D urocher.” 


“ He was out.” 
G orm an’s leg was broken, 
and he was out of action two 
months as a National League 
umpire. This happened two 
years ago. It was the only 
m ajor mishap in 21 rollicking 
years of m ajor-league play- 
calling for the big Irishm an 
from the Bronx. 
Over that period, Durocher 
has been a m ajor adversary 
for Gorman. 


“ I wish,” Gorm an sighs, 
we had a play w here we could 
say, Tie! He’s safe.’ I re­ 
m em ber I called a guy out 
and Durocher cam e running 
from the dugout scream ing. 
I explained it to him. ‘He 
tagged the base with the 
wrong foot.’ That stopped 
Leo. 
“ But after the gam e he 
comes to me and asks, ‘How 
long you been in the league?’ 
“ 1 answer, ‘twenty years.' 
“ ‘I want to tell you som e­ 
thing,’ 
says Leo. 
‘In this 
game, you can tag the bag 
with anv foot.’ ” 


In

anecdotes, and to justify the 
salary of $35,000 he gets as 
an um pire. Tom flies up to 
100,000 miles a year. He still 
can't believe he does it for a 
living. 


He had been an aspiring 
lefthand pitcher for the old 
New York Giants in 1939, 
with five innings in the rec­ 
ord book. Five years later he 
was a discharged w ar vet­ 


eran with calcium deposits 
in his shoulder. He jum ped 
to the Mexican League for 
one year and then wondered 
what he’d do for a living. 


He was refereeing a bas­ 
ketball 
gam e 
in 
Madison 
Square Garden when 
Neil 
Mahoney of the Red Sox saw 
him and said, “ I can get you 
a job." For $100 a month and 
$75 expenses, he could be an 
um pire in the Class B. New 


England League. 
“ But I never umpired a 
game in my life,” protested 
Tom. 
“Try it," urged his late 
wife, Marge. 
Tom went for an interview 
to Boston. He was asked if 
he had a car. He nodded. 
“ If you haven’t got the 
car,” said the league presi­ 
dent, “you haven’t got the 
job." 
By 1951, he was promoted 
to the National League and 
is second in seniority now to 
Augie Donatelli. “The big 
thing about umpiring,” he 
says, “is to think like an um­ 
pire. You got to b e l i e v e 
you’re right all the time. 
Television, believe it or not. 
has helped me. The statistics 
they once took of replays 
showed we were right 96-97 
per cent of the time. The TV 
people, they b l o w 
more 
plays than we do." 
He likes the life; he likes 
the camaraderie with his um­ 
piring partners — Bill Wil­ 
liams, John McSherry and 
Frank Pulley; he likes the 
light bit of drama. 
“Before Babe Pinelli re­ 
tired,” recalls Tom, “ he was 
collecting hats from each 
club as souvenirs. We got to 
the Polo Grounds and the 
Cincinnati 
Reds 
were 
in 
town. Babe went to Fred 
Hutchinson and said, ‘After 
the game, send me down a 
hat.’ 
“ Sure Babe,’ said Hutch, 
a prince of a guy off the 
field. 
“Well, the game goes into 
the ninth inning, Cincinnati 
trailing 4-3. They got a run­ 
ner on second and the batter 
hits a single to center. The 
tying run is coming to the 
plate. It’s one of those close 
plays. Babe calls the runner 
out. From the dugout Hutch 
explodes. He’s all shades of 
red. He’s out there jawing.

“ From over at third base. 
Dusty Boggess, who’s um­ 
piring there, yells, ‘Grab the

USSR teens take 
track meet lead 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — One-two sweeps of the pole 
vault, 10,000 meter run, javelin, hammer throw and l,bUU 
meters propelled the Soviet Union to a 62-54 advantage 
Friday night at the halfway point of the first United States- 
USSR junior track meet. 


The Russian superiority in field and distance events in 
the meet for athletes 19 and younger more than offset 
American victories in the 100 meters by Marshall Dill, long 
jump by Randy Williams and shot put by Ron Semkiw. 


The competiton concludes Saturday night. 


One of the top performers for the Russians was Valery 
Boyko, who won the pole vault by clearing 16-8 3/4, his 
all-time best 


The Americans scored only two points in the pole vault 
with a third place by Larry Petree of Lubbock, Tex. Mike 
White of the University of Arizona failed to score a point for 
the U.S. when he didn’t clear the oiening height of 15 feet. 
His best is 6-6 ‘/4 . 


Leonid Moseyev and Yury Kraynov of the USSR took the 
first two places in the 10,000 meter run by finishing together 
with a time of 31:36 
American Robert Perkins of 
Richmond, Va., exceeded the U.S. record for 16 year olds 
with a 31;55.2 clocking to finish third. 


Brightest spot for the U.S. was Williams, the 18-year-old 
long jumper from USC who was the only American meet 
participant on the U.S. Olympic team. He warmed up for 
Munich by easily taking his event with a personal high of 27- 
6. His effort would have wiped out the all-time junior mark 
but a 12.3 mph wind eliminated record consideration, 
record consideration. 


Valeriy Podluzhniy, whom his coach’s said could win a 
place on the Soviet Olympic team with a fine showing, 
finished second to Williams with a 26-7 V4 leap. His previous 
best was 25-10 V4. 
Dill, of Michigan State, captured the 100 meters in 10.2 
seconds. He was a last-minute starter for Harold Williams 
of Texas-El Paso, who has leg problems. Steve Williams, 
also of UTEP, finished second in 10.3. 
Dill also anchored a U.S. victory in the 400 meter relay. 
He teamed with Johnny Williams, Harold Williams and 
Charley Wells to turn in a 39 6. 
Semkiw, a Pennsylvania prepster, won the shotput with 
his alltime best of 59-6 l/2. The Soviets Anatoly Yarosh 
finished second with 58-5. 
In the 110 meer high hurdles, Russian Eduard Perevercev 
nipped Randy Lightfoot of the University of Texas by one- 
tenth of a second at 14.1.

Casselman admitted he 
had no ready answer to the 
problem but said his advice 
to such groups is simple:
